Compensation is demanded for 
the. Chinese farmer, who is alleged 
to have lost four teeth, but it-is 
also demanded that the British 
blueja¢kets shall ba handed over 
to the Chinese authoritics to be 
punished ‘with the utmost rigour 
of the law. It is further declared 
that the British Consul is, by in- 
ternational law, merely 6 -for- 
eigner and that the right of search 
ard arrest over Consular-premises 
will be exercised, while British 
gunboats will be treated as ordin- 
ary merchant vessels and, a8 such, 
made liable to search, arrest or 
expulsion.

Making a statement to corres- 
pondents through General Pai 
Ching-hsi, Marshal. Chang Kai- 
shek asseyted that the Nanking 
affair was finished now that all 
foreigners had been evacuated. 

It was, he said, merely an isolat- 
ed incident into which the Amerl- 
cans had been’ drawn. by the Bri- 
tish. : ne 

Chang Kai-shek warned Ameri- 
en that she ‘should not’ let Bri- 
tain lead her into'a false position, 
as otherwise she would ‘find hor- 
‘self as unfavourably. placed in 
China as Britain, China was al- 
“gays ready to evoke her powerful 
economic weapon and ‘the foreign 
Powers could not bring enough 
warships to China to suppress the 
aspirations of the Chinese people. 

He stated that there was no.in- 
tention to use force for the solu- 
tion of the-problem of the status 
of the International Settlement at 
Shanghai. This must be settled 
at the proper time and. place by 
diplomatic means. He emphasia- 
ed that there was no danger to

GRAVE DAYS. 


‘Tf the terrible happenings in 
Nanking have no other effect, they 
have at last brought the Pdwers 
more closcly into line than they have 
ever betn since the China crisis 
first attained’ serious. dimensions, 
Many months ago, Britain foresaw. 
the certainty ‘of grave happenings 
in China and made her preparations 
‘fox the protection of British lives 
and property accordingly. .If any. 
regret iy to be.entertained conc¢rn- 
ing British policy it is that definite 
action in sending out a big defence 
force was not taken oven earlier, in’ 
which event there would. probably 
have been no necessity, of surren- 
dering the Concessions ‘at, Hankow 
and Kinkiang. « Possibly, that re- 
gret Is to-day shared by the 
British Goyernment itself, which, 
aceording, fo a London press com- 
ment, is not blind to the unfappy 
consequences of the diplomatic ,mea- 
sures. alrendy. taken. However 


| putting that issue on one side, there 


could be no-greater justification of 
Britain’s preparedness than that 
supplied during the past ‘week by 
the grave indidents in Shanghai 
and Nanking, and the Baldwin 
Government must-have beén great- 
ly renssured by the expression of 
gratitude spontancously sent from 
Shanghai by nationals of no fewer 
than twenty-seven countries. 
Serious as have been the oecur- 
renees ever since the Nationalist 
Armies ‘penctrated into . Central 
China, it has taken: the: terrible 
situation at Nanking to bring home 
to the outside .world the intense 
gravity of the present situation in 
China, The detailed stories of the 
experiences suffered by foreigners 
there, following the entry of the
